The Prevention of Pirin 
Fires. 


Owing to the increased losse- 
to farm property caused ‘by fire 
and to tae higher rates of insur- 
ance which are being levied, — it 
may be of some interest to ex- 
amin thf: chief causes of farm 
fires and the methods by which 
they may be avoided. ‘The 
rates of insurance on farm prop- 
erty have wry materially in- 
creased during the last ten years. 
his increase varies ‘with differ- 
ent territories, but it is safe to 
say that the present rates aver- 
age from 40 per cent to 7% pi 
cent above tthe rates prevailing 
ten years ago, However, not-

ras, fire insurance companies 
paid in losses on farm propery 
in Canada, from 1921 to 192! 


inclusive, 20 per cent more thin 
they receive in premiums. 

Farm property is more Tiable 
to suffer loss by fire ‘than city 
property. Larns aie always con- 
structed ot wood, while straw and 
hay are always present. Light- 
ing is done usually by coal oi! 
lamps and lanteris. Threshing 
engines operate near barns fiilled 
with grain and straw. Moreover 
as there is rarely any adequate 
means of fighting fires on 
farm, when a fire does start, it 
frequ:ntly destroys all the build- 
ings and their contents. As the 
insurance payment does not-cover 
the entire value of phe property 
destroyed, considerably: loss is 
always suffered by every fire. 
The greatly increased cost of 
building. makes ithe (replacement 
of any building very expensive, 
Moreover, — the inconvenience 
after the fire and the danger to 
life caused by the fire renders 
wdecessary the exercise of all poss- 
ible care to prevent it. In fact, 
BO per cent of all ‘fires is caused 
by carlessness,
